‘ny discussing the probability of a review of the Treaty of Berlin by the Powers, 
we remarked : “ If Roumania hopes to get anything further she will probably 
meet with a fitting Nemesis for her treatment jf the Jews.” Roumania. it has 
transpire d, does not hope to gain, but actu ily fears to lose by a revision of 
the Treaty, several of her statesmen dreading that she will be compelled to give 
up the Dobrudscha, the province ceded to her by Turkey after the Russo-Turkish 
war. By the Jews living in this province, who still hanker after the rights they 
enioved, and the security in fwhich they lived under the dominions of the 
Ottomans, the transfer of the Dobrudscha to another of the South-Eastern States 
would be hailed as a priceless boon. But it is feared that Roumania would not 
abmit to the amputation of one of its limbs without obtaining compensation im 


another direction. According to the Paris correspondent of the Daily Telegraph 
Roumania would in such case press for a modification of the stipulations ‘in the 
Berlin Treaty regarding the Jews. That these stipulations wonld not be ‘madi- 
ficd Ina sense favourable to the Jews may be inferred from the fact that they 
ar regarded by the Roumanian Minister in Paris as extre mely a 
Moldo-Wallachians. We are almost lost in wonder at the effrontery of the 
Roumanian Envoy to the French Republic in uttering so glaring a falsehood, in 
the face of facts which are patent to all Europe. Far frem being extremé y 
liarsh for the Roumanians, the Articles in the Berlin Tri ity, stipulating for the 
emancipation of the Jews, have only resulted in. increasing the persecution of

Our correspondent in St. Petersburg has called attention to a remarkable 
spirit of vindictiveness towards the Jews by which some Russian Stitesmen are 
animated. Because some misguided Jewish students have been entrapped into 
the ranks of the Nihilists, the bulk of the peaceful and law-abiding Jewish 
population are to be deprived of the inestimable bl ssings of higher pul lie 
instruction, which it is alleged has fostered the revolutionary movement. Under 
ordinary circuinstances the Jews might provide for- themselves that. advanced 
education, of which the State threatens to deprive them. But in Russia such a 
Herculean task is well nigh impossible to execute. The mass of our coreligionists 
ire far too poor to support so great a movement ; the wealthy, with a few notable 
exceptions, hold aloof from intercourse with their brethren who are not favour: d 
by fortune ; and the Alliance Isra¢lite Universelle, which is perfectly willing to 
issist in the organisation of elementary and technical schools and agricultural 
establishments, is powerless to come.to the rescue of the Jews in Russia, it be ing 
under the ban of the Government, which goes so far as to interdict the intro- 
duction of the Soci ty's publi ‘ations, 


[t is not generally known that in the earlier years of the existence of the 
Alliance, its philanthropic work was actually regarded with favour by the 
Government. In the memorable blood accusation” ‘at Saratoff, when 
several Jews were unjustly convicted of having murderéd a Christian child, the 
Alliance sent to St. Petersburg a memorial which received the careful attention 
of the Government, and it also obtained excellent assurances from the Russian 
Ambassador in Paris. In 1868, the last survivor of those condemned Jews, who 
had been deported-to Siberia, was pardoned by the Czar on the petition of the Jate 
M. Cremieux. The Alliance was further instramental in obtaining a commuta 
tion of the sentence of death pronounced on a Jew at Minsk, and an inquiry into 
the case of a Jewish girl who had been baptised against the will of her parents. 
We fear that some years will yet have to elapse before the Alliance will be 
again permitted to carry into practice the sentiments of goodwill which it enter- 
tuns for the Russian Jews. 


The Rev. Dr. Strauss of Bradford las taken a commendable step in. sub- 
stiluting a prayer for the forgiveness of sins for the Aol Nidre formula.

THE LATE EARL OF SHAFTESBURY. 


The Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler preaching at the Bayswater Synagogue on Satur 

day last said: Before I commence my regular discourse, I deem it right to pay a 
tribute of grateful homage to the memory of that truly great, because truly good 
man, who has just passed away, Antony Ashley Cooper, Earl of Shaftesbury. As 
we read in his obituary, all that this genuinely noble man has done for the toilers 
in mines and factories, for the waifs and strays and outcasts of our modern civiliza- 
tion, we are lost in admiration, that s9 much could be wrought within the compass 
of one life-time. Each of the achievements chronicled by his biographers would be 
eafficient to crown his name with deathless fame, We Jews, while fully crediting 
his sincerity and the purity of bis motives, must deplore his connection with a cer- 
tain Missionary Society. But even this pain is mitigated by the sentiment of pro- 
found gratitude with which we recall the thrilling, and yet wel!-weighed, states- 
manlike words with which, at the historic meeting at the Mansion House, he pleaded 
the cause of our sorely stricken brethren in Russia. I have good authority for say- 
ing that the wise advocacy of that illustrious peer contributed mainly to stay those 
shameful outrages, When I last met the aged nobleman at one of those philan- 
thropic gatherings at the Mansion House in which he delighted, he enquired with 
kindly solicitude after the health of his friend, Sir Moses Montefiore, whom he 
termed “our Judas Maccabens.’ The two veterans, who resembled each other in 
so Many aspects, have now gone to their rest. To both of them the words of Holy 
Writ apply : “ Their righteousness endureth for ever; their name will be exalted 
with honour.”” May the Lord of Recompense reward their labours !

The trial of Moses Ritter and his wife, and the Christian peasant, Stochlinski, 
for the murder of Francisca Mnich, concluded last week at Cracow, baving lasted 
from the 17th to the 29th of September.

THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT J. 
BUCHAREST, OcrT., 1885. 

In a previous letter I observed that the Government of the pretended Liberal 
MoJon Bratiano had sworn to avenge itself on the Je'vs in Roumania because their 
eoreligionists of Great Britain had intervened in their favour with Lord Salisbury, 
and that the Minister of Public Instruction, M. Demetre Stourdzs, had commenced 
a new campaign in the schools, in stopping the collection of the Communal Meat 
Tax, in forcing protests from the Jews, and in photographing aged, infirm,and poor 
members of our community. 

In spite of numerous remonstiances, M. Stourdza is continuing his destructive 
work, Nearly 60 youths who had successfully gone through a course of instruction 
in the four primary classics at the Jewish schools, have been refused admission into 
the Gymnasiums or the School of Commerce, under the false p'ea of having been 
weak in theic answers at the examinations, or of having to be excluded owing to 
‘nanficiency of accommodation. In a confidential order to the teachers at public 
echools, the Minister has directed them to ase every species of chicanery in their 
dealings with the Jewish pupils, unti they succeed in compelling them to give 

It is thus Impossible to deacribe the sufferings of the Jewish

Pro- 
fiting by the presence at Bucharest of M. Armand Lévy, of Paris, his advice was 
asked as to what could best be done in this grave emergency. M. Levy replied that 
in his opinion the sole and efficacious measure would be to draft a scheme for the 
formation in Roumania of local and regional Consistories, witha Central Consistory 
at Bucharest, as in France and elsewhere. As soonas the Government heard, through 
that these pourparlers had taken place, they 
induced some hot-headed Jewish students to hold noisy meetings protesting agains* 
the formation of the Consistories.

The household and other effects of the late Sir Moses Montefiore at his town 
residence, 35, Park Lane, were sold by auction on Tuesday and Wednesday, on the 
premises, the auctioneers being Messrs. Mullett, Booker & Co, A number of dealers, 
some of them representing members of the family, and a few private ladies and gen- 
tlemen were present ; and though at times the competition was brisk, in but few 
cases were any high figures reached. The first day was entirely taken up with the 
sale of the household furniture, which realised £510, there being comparatively 
little furniture on the premises, A chair, which was said to have been used by Sir 
Moses, although ina dilapidated condition, fetched as much as £16 los. Wedne sday ~ 
proceeding commenced with the sale of the library consisting of about 1,500 
volumes collected in various places by Sir Moses, arid all bearing his arms and crest, 
The majority of the books were modern,and except in a few instances excited but 
little competition, The liveliest bidding took place in the sale of the statuary. rhe 
statue of Pomona, purchased in liome by “ir Moses. Vas knocked down to a dealer, 
it ia believed on commission, for £250, but the name of the principal did not tran- 


spire, The total amount realised was £1,450.

CHORAL WEDDING AT THE NeW West: Exp Syxacocue.—On Wednesday 
the New West End Synagogue, St. Petersburgh Place, was crowded in every part on 
the occasion of the marriage of Mits Henrietta Montagu, eldest daughter of Mr. 
Samuel Montagu, with her cousin, Mr. Ernest-L. Franklin, second son of Mr, Ellis 
A. Franklin. The Ark, Almemar andentrances to the synagogue were decorated 
with palms, ferns, kc, The service was fully choral. Mr. D. M. Davis, Director 
of the Choir, presided at the harmonium. The ceremony was performed by the 
Rey. S. Singer, assisted by the Rev. M. Haines. The bridegroom wore his Talith, in 
accordance with Continental custom, The bride was attended by eight bridesmaids 
and two pages, Treats were given tothe pupils and inmates of nearly all the 
Jewish institutions. 

REGISTRATION IN THE TOWER HAMLETS.--On Wednesday, the 30th ult.. Mr. 
Algernon E, Bathurst, the Revising Barrister, commenced the revision of the elec- 
toral list of the Tower Hamlets, °t the Court llouse, Wellclose Square. The work 
of revision, which extended unti last Wednesday, engaged the attention of Mr. 
Bathursc nearly ten hours each day. Messrs, Hargreaves and J. Hall represented 
the Liberals, aud Messrs, Tailby, Batchelor, and Russell the Conservatives, The list 
prepared by the Overseers numbered 6,700 electors ; 1.500 new claims were made, 
making 8,20); of these 1,746 were objected to by the Conservative party, whilst 
only one objection (viz., to Mr. Kaufman, “ the public objector '') was made by the 
Liberal party. About 1,00 of the objections were classed as “ aliens,’ and of thesa 
many have resided in this country between thirty and forty years, and several have 
voted at three previous General Elections, It is computed that about 500 of the 
objections were disallowed and 250 were withdrawn. Several of those who were 
objected to as “aliens were proved to be British subjects, and thus sustained their 
claims, Many objections were based on the ground that there were slight errors 
in the spelling of names of streets or persons; all these weredisa'lowed. A large 
number of foreign Jews attended the Court each day, and manifest! great interest 
in the revision, One of the first of the “alien ’’ objections gone iute was against 
Mr. Haim Ohayon, and Mr. Hargreaves asked that the Conservatives should prove 
that Mr, Ohayon wae not a British sabject. The Revising Barrister, however, raled 
that when a man was by repute an alien, it rested with the person objected to to 
prove his claim, The objection was allowed.—On Thursday a large number of 
claims were struck off as “aliens.” The claim of Mr, Mark Moses, of 19, Princes 
Street, Spitalfields, objected to as an alien, was allowed. Mr. David Lyons said he 
* did not know where he was born.” The Revising tSarrister said he could not be 
persuaded that a man did not know where he.was born ; he therefore disa'lowed the 


claim. Mr, Abraham Rosenthal, of 6, Wood Street, Spitalfields, another alleged 
“alien,” said he was born in Hutchison Avenue. and attended the Jews’ Infants’ 


School in Old Gravel Lane. The claim was allowed, with two shillings costs, Mr. 
Coleman Angel, of 108, Commercial Street, claimed as “ naturalised.” During the 
insurrection in Jerusalem, thirty years ago, the father of the claimant placed him 
in Charge of the British Consul, and therefore under the protection of the British 
flag. The objection was-sustained. Mr. Henry Wenkryer. on being asked whether 
he had been naturalised, replied that he had not the mians to do so. The Revising 
Barrister—Then your claim must be strack out.
